Rural  District. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  leave  to  report  on  the  Sanitary  conditions  of 
the  Rural  District  of  Glossop-Dale,  during  the  year  1910. 

I make  my  Report  this  year  in  an  order  and  on 
subjects  kindly  suggested  by  Dr.  Barwise,  the  County  Medical 
Officer. 


Your  District  being  situated  on  the  slopes,  and  at  the 
foot  of  the  Peak  of  Derbyshire,  varies  from  263  feet  to 
2,038  teet  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  It  is  upon  grit-stone, 
shale,  and  lower,  coal  measures.  The  subsoil  is  of  clay. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  17,893  acres.  The  portions 

covered  by  water  are  scattered  over  all  the  district,  and  I 

am  unable  to  give  their  extent.

OCCUPATION  OF  INHABITANTS. 

There  is  a considerable  variety.  There  are  a great 
many  farmers  or  farm  labourers ; some  of  the  men  are  rail- 
way servants ; many  in  the  more  urban  parts  are  employed 
m cotton  mills,  printworks,  &c.,  either  in  or  out  of  the 
district. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  tendency  to  lead 
poisoning.  The  occupations,  on  the  whole,  seem  fairly 

healthy,  more  so,  of  course,  in  the  case  of  out-door  workers 
than  in  that  of  in-door  workers. 
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HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  house  accommodation  is,  on  the  whole,  fairly  good 
for  the  nature  of  the  district. 


The  Housing  Regulations  of  1910  have  been  under 
your  consideration,  but  no  definite  steps,  except  of  a pre- 
paratory character,  have  been  taken  as  yet. 

There  were  no  houses  closed  during  1910  as  unfit  for 
habitation. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

As  to  the  number  of  houses  supplied  from  public 
supplies. — In  the  Parishes  of  Charles  worth  and  Chisworth 
there  are  494  houses  so  supplied,  of  which  266  are  in  Games- 
ley,  and  228  in  Charlesworth  proper  and  Chisworth. 

In  the  Parish  of  Lud worth  there  are  393  houses  so 
supplied. 


In  respect  to  quality  and  freedom  from  pollution,  the 
water  is  good. 

The  supply  for  Charlesworth  and  Chisworth  is  suffi- 
cient ; for  Lud  worth,  moderate 

As  scattered  farm-houses  are  supplied  from  wells  and 
springs,  I am  not  able  to  enumerate  them  ; a larger  pro- 
portion have  had  public  supplies  within  recent  years. 

Most  of  the  supplies  were  investigated  by  the  In- 
spector and  myself,  in  1909,  as  may  be  seen  from  the 
Report  for  that  year. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  71  Cowkeepers  on  the  Register,  the  approxi- 
mate number  of  cows  being  420.  The  Milk-sellers  are  all 
Cow-keepers. 

In  the  cowsheds  the  cubic  space  per  cow  varies  from 
265  cubic  feet  to  750  cubic  feet. 
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No  cows  were  condemned  for  Tubercular  Udders  in 
1910  Cowshed  rules  are  issued,  and  inspections  made  by 
the  Inspector.

On  October  24th,  1910,  I received  information  of  a 
case  of  Anthrax  in  a stirk  in  your  district.  The  case  was 
dealt  with,  and  the  dead  body  of  the  animal  cremated  by 
the  County  Authority,  Your  Inspector  and  I watched  the 
case  in  your  interest. 

We  found  no  signs  of  infection  conveyed  to  man.  I 
have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  there  was  any  subsequent 
case  in  an  animal. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  Slaughter-houses  have  been  visited  from  time  to 
time,  but  no  defects  were  found.  There  have  been  no  car- 
cases condemned  for  Tuberculosis,  No  food  has  been  con- 
demned. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

In  Ludworth,  the  sewerage  and  drainage  of  the  more 
urban  part — Marple  Bridge, — is  conducted  by  means  of  a 
system  of  sewers,  and  the  sewage  is  dealt  with  by  a system 
of  Alteration,  which  is,  I think,  working  fairly  well. 

In  the  more  rural  parts  of  Ludworth,  as  well  as  in 
Chisworth  and  Charlesworth,  the  drainage  still  discharges  into 
the  streams. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

From  what  I have  stated  above,  there  must  be  a 
certain  amount  of  pollution.

REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

There  is  no  public  scavenging.  Refuse  is  generally 
removed  by  farmers. 

NUISANCES. 

A nuisance  on  land  near  Edward  Street,  Compstall 
Bridge,  arising  from  subsidence  in  a field,  requires  abatement 
by  the  District  Council.  The  matter  is  being  attended  to. 

BYE-LAWS,  &c.

SCHOOLS. 

A nuisance  near  the  British  School,  Charlesworth,  did 
not  give  much  trouble  during  1910. 
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St.  John’s  School,  Charlesworth,  is,  I think,  not  open 
to  complaint. 

The  Chisworth  School  is  having  additions  made  to  it 
which  are  calculated  to  increase  its  efficiency. 

The  Ludworth  Council  School  is  a good  well-equipped 

school. 


The  attention  of  the  County  Education  Authority  has 
been  called  to  the  condition  of  the  walls  of  St.  Mary’s 
Catholic  School,  Marple  Bridge. 

I have  conducted  the  Medical  Inspection  of  the  Schools 
in  the  Rural  District  with  the  following  results.

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

the  only  defects  found  were  three  cases  of  want  of 
cleanliness,  which  were  remedied. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Most  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  are  visited  by 
the  Medical  Officer.  All  cases  are  visited  by  the  Inspector. 
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Instructions  for  disinfecting  and  prevention  of  spread 
are  given.  In  such  instructions,  isolation  of  patient,  and 
washing,  and,  where  possible,  boiling,  are  specially  emphasized. 

School  Masters  and  Sunday  School  Superintendents  are 
informed  by  certificates,  bearing  the  signature  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 


There  are,  I think,  no  public  libraries  in  the  district.

— Specially  necessary  in  the 
more  Urban  parts  of  the  district.  Proper  in  all  parts. 

(d)  Sewering  and  Sewage  Disposal. — A Sewage  Scheme 
for  Gamesley.

Water  Supply. — Not  sufficient  for  water  closets  in 


(g ) Milk  Supply. — Most  desirable  that  the  whole  milk 
from  the  cow  should  be  used  with  all  its  butter  fat — in  the 
form  of  cream — present,  especially  when  it  is  to  be  used 
diluted  for  the  nourishment  of  infants. 


(h)  With  regard  to  Infectious  Diseases. — Our  measures 
seem  to  be  fairly  successful.
